Good Ute for Old Wire Rope. 
Old wire rope is used in certain 
French mines for reinforcing old tim­ 
bers, especially the cap pieces of sets. 
The old rope is stretched longitudinal­ 
ly around the Umber, the ends being 
held fast between the roof and the 
top of the cap piece so they cannot 
slip. 
When a timber starts to bend 
under the weight of the roof part of 
the tension is taken up by the wire 
cable, enabling a miner to put in ad­ 
ditional supports before a fall occurs. 
The ends of the cap pieces are tapered 
and grooved deep enough to receive 
the rope and prevent any part of it 
projecting beyond the bearing ends 
of the timber pieces.
